Makovetsky became the companion of the 
count in succession to the latter's private 
secretary, M. Guseff; whom the government 
exiled to Siberia, alleging thet he had influ- 
enced Tolstoi’s anti-government writings.

He had frequent fainting spells, and on Oct. 
18 was unconscious for hours. Later it wes 
reported he had improved somewhat. 

In his writings Tolstoi has condemned sui- 
cide as immoral and irrational and as indi- 
cating a perverted view of the significance 
ef life.

His interest in the extermination 
of political corruption began when he com- 
menced to investigate the San Francisco Gar 
company, of which he wasa shareholder, and 
found that tte payrolls were burdened with 
henchmen of the political bosses, who were 
not worth their salt. 

“Look into the corporations In which you 
own stock,"’ he exclaimed. “ Take an inter- 
est in their management, and strive to once 
more raise the standard of business in the 
land, make it honest, and a credit to our 
country. You wil! find it will pay you not 
only in raising your self-esteem but it will 
pay you in dollars and cents.” 


Spreckels Praises Roosevelt. 

Mr. Spreckels introduced his subject by 
stating that he wished it to be understood 
that he was first and last a business man who 
wanted to make his money honestly. He took 
occasion fn the course of his remarks to say 
a few words of the highest praise for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

“ Theodore Roosevelt is the man, above al! 
others, who has led in moral reforms that will 
surely result in good for every honest busi- 
ness man,” he said. 

He began his speech by teling how he had 
begun to take an interest In the gas com- 
pany from purely mercenary reasons, but 
that his investigations had soon led to the 
discovery of gross corruption and graft, and 
how he hed fallen out with his fellow di- 
rectors because he had insisted upon « 
change of management for the company.

“ I can't discuss gambling at all,” the prose- 
cutor answered, 


Voted in Record Time, 
The indictments were voted in.record time. 


Claude Smith and Roy Fairbanks and De- 
tectives Murphy and Murnane, with several 
unidentified persons, were seen In the grand 
jury ante-room, where Assistant State’s At- 
torney Victor Arnold was presenting cases. 
An hour and ten minutes.later the eighteen 
indictments were laid before Judge Ben M. 
Smith. 

It- was said that Smith and Fairbanks had 
conducted the investigation which led to the 
indictments, but they refused to affirm or 
deny the report. The detectives ed at 
the state’s attorney's office were non- 
committal. The name of only one witness, 
Leonard W. Moore, appeared om the back of 
the indictments. He is said to have been one 
of the investigators who visited the alleged 
gambling places. 

The bonds of the twenty-four indicted men 
were fixed at $1,000 each and they will be ar- 
rested and brought in by deputy sheriffs to- 
day and tomorrow. The dates of the alleged 
gambling runs from Oct. 25 to Nov. 3. 


All Are on South Side. 

All of the eighteen places caught in the 
prosecutor's net are on the south side and 
al? were said to be games where negroes 
are the principal patrons. Thirteen places 
are in State street and run from 464 South 
State street to 5050 South State street. One 
place each is in Root street, Armour avenue, 
West Fifty-first street, West Thirty-seventh 
street, West Forty-seventh street, and Went- 
worth avenue. 

“The places for the most part are almost 
wide open,” an assistant state’s attorney 
sald. ‘‘ Many of the operators of gambling 
places have their representatives on the 
streets to guide any one who looks as if he 
would enjoy a game to the place where. it 
can be found. Some of the operators hand 
out cards with the name and address on for 
distribution among friends who are known 
to be ‘ right 

a Practically no trouble is occasioned in 
gaining entrance to any of the places, el- 
though most of them are guarded by ‘ look- 
outs,’ whose chief duty seems to be to be on 
watch for a possible raid from the police. 
Not a few of the gambling places are either 
above saloons on the second floor or in the 
basement beneath the grog shops. 


Card Games Flourish There. 


| “ As for the games played in the gambling 


places, they are of every sort, craps being the 
favorite. Black jack, a popular card game 
with the negroes, is found in practically 
all the places. Poker and other caré games 
also flourish and in some of the more pre- 
tentious places roulette wheels are run. As 
far ae can be told from brief viaits, none of 
the games is on the ‘ square,’ and cappers 
and housemen are always on. hand to enter 
a game and make good winnings when the 
‘suckers’ become discouraged after a run of 
bard luck.”’ 


STONE FALLS FROM BUILDING:

1,500 Pound Missile Crashing Down- 
ward from New York Skyscraper 
Claims Two Victims. 


New York, Nov. 12.—[{Special.J—A stone 
weighing 1,500 pounds fell this morning from 
one of the top floors of a tall building in 
course of erection at 816 First avenue and 
killed a man and a boy.

CHICAGO. DEBUT OF ZEROLA NOTABLE.

The much discussed and delayed debut of 
Nicola Zerola, one of the important Italian 
tenors of the company, was accomplished, to 
the delight of all parties concerned, when he 
appeared as Manrico tn the popular priced 
performance of Verdi's “Il Trovatore”’ hy 
the Chicago Opera company lastnight. Mr. 
Zerolea. has, on a rather recent occasion, iy- 


‘dicated the complacent self-satisfaction with 


which he views his own talents end attain- 

mente as contrasted with other. tenors of dis- 

tinction: . It is therefore a doubly pleasant 

task to be able to report with enthusiasm 

a the singer’s achievements of the even- 
£. 

Mr. Zerola has a beautiful voice. It ts 
neither heroic nor lyric, but has something 
of the vigor of the former and the smooth- 
ness and purity of the latter. It is obvious- 
ly a natural voice, like most great ItaHan 
voices, andiit seems to have remained pretty 
much in a state of nature. In other words, 
Mr. Zerole's singing gave evidences of no 
particular vocal or musical schooling. But 
then the music of “ I) Trovatore’”’ demands 
only that the voice be freely produced and 
flexible, and that the singer be naturally mu- 
sical. Such voices are not ¢ and no Ital- 
fan has to be taught to sing this music, or 
to enjoy it. i 

oe 


One is moved to envy the impulse to spon- 
taneous musical expression which is the 
heritage of Italy. It courses through Verdi's 
fivent melodies with no discern!ble evidence 
of thought or effort. It is music that should 
be sung with just the thoughtless quality of 
enthusiasm that Mr. Zerola imparts to it. 
There is no occasion for refinement, or for 
finish of detail, and when an artist possesses 
in the mere qbhality of hie voice the power 
to kindle such tumult of enthusiasm as swept 
down upon Mr: Zerola from the crowded 
upper parts of the house, there remains noth 
ing to complain of. 

Now we know why the Italiane still like 
“Il Troevatore,"’ It is euch ae glorious display 
of Vocal melody, melody that almost sings 
itself. That it has no possible relation to 
the action, seems no longer a misfortune. 
Indeed, the artists supporting Mr. Zerole 
were careful to minimise the action until 
one was content to forget it entirely.

To this rule one must make exception in 
favor of Mme. Bressler-Gianoli, whose im- 
personation of Azgucena was the one dremat- 
idally significant figure of the evening.

W: C. T. U. HEAD ENCOURAGED: 
THINKS FEWER WOMEN DRINK. 


Mirs, L. M. N. Stevens, National Presi- 
dent of Order, Also Believes Cigarets 
Are Not Gaining in Popularity. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 12.—The annual con- 
vention of the National Women’s Christian 
Temperance union assembled here today, 
with delegatee present from all parts of 
the United States, Canada, and British Co- 
lumbia. Of chief interest at the opening ses- 


{ sion was the annual address of the president, 
i Mre. Lillian M, N. Stevens. 


"Mrs. Stevens touched upon all national af- 
fairs of moment during the last year, setting 
forth the attitude of the W. C. T. U. toward 
them as they affect the nation and the home. 

Drinking and cigaret rmoking are not on 
the increase among the women of America, 
according to Mre. Stevens. 

“ We are sometimes told that drink among 
women is on the increase,” she said. “ It 
cam hardly be so among the outcasts and 
lower classes, for it is largely drink avhich 
has brought them where they are. Alco- 
holic beverages cannot justly, even among 
women, be called a class drink, for alcoho! 
In the costly wine giass.is as deadly and 
dangerous as itis in the dingy whisky mug. 

“ We are sometimes told that there is mueh 
cigaret smoking Sagres women. In the course 
of my travels in England and America I. 
have nevér seen a woman with a cigaret in 
her mouth, except Im certain localities in 
New Mexico where the surroundings were not 
at all pleasant to contemplate. There is rea- 
son to believe that some women in England 
do smoke cigarets, and we are told that there 
are some in Americaof like habit. I have 
seen now and then a woman in a hovel smok- 
ing a pipe.”

GETS START AT A CIRCUS. 


Then Saves Enough to Open a ‘Dime 
Museum ”t in Chicago. 


Charies E. Kohl, one of the most conspieu- 
ous figures in American vaudeville manage- 
ment, and one of the men accredited with 
raising that form entertainment to its 
present plane, died at his summer residence 
in Oconomowoc, Wis., yesterday morning. 

“He was president: of. the Kohl & Castle 
Amusement company, and chairman of the 
United Booking ageticies, His company is 
the eastern representative of the Orpheum 
ciroult and the westers representative of the 
United agencies. In Chitago he was inter- 
ested at different times in the Majestic, 
Olympic. Haymarket, Star and Bijou theaters, 
and the Chicago Opera house. |

Planned to Go to California. 

He spent the entire summer at his place 
near Lake LaBellé With his sof, John P. 
Kohl, while -his wife. and daughters, Caro- 
line and Dorothy, were traveling in Europe. 
Upon their return they remained only a short 
time at the family residence, 2826 Michigan 
avenue, and then went to Oconvutmmowoc to 
urge Mr. Kohl to go to California for the 
winter. They reached there on Thursday. 
The only member of the family rema!ning in 
Chicago was Charies E. Kohi, the elder son, 
and a telegram called him to join the others 
early in the morning. The funeral! will take 
place at 2:30 tomorrow afternoon. 

Mr. Kohl was 56 years ol4, being born at 
Brookiyn, N. ¥., March 24, 1854. Asa boy he 
atarted in the show business selling peanuts 
and popeorn with the Barnum & Bailey circus, 
His profits from this formed a nest egg which 
enabled him while still,a young man to come 
to Chicago and open the old Koh! & Castle 
dime museum on the west side of Clark 
street south of Madison.

Yor the first time in its bistory, the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce broke away entirely 
from pure industrialism and “ boosting Chi- 
cago as the great central market,"’ at ite an- 
nual dDanquet, and broadened out in the field 
of “civic advancement.” 

That was the text of the evening, and Presi- 
dent Homer E. Stillwell, who presided at the 
dinner,-led the four other speakere inte this 
field of argument. ~ 

Those who epoke upon these lines were all 
chosen for their knowledge and experience 
in such niatters, and included Ald. Charies E. 
Merriam, Commissioner of Public Work B. 
J. Mullaney, and Robert A. Woode of Bos- 
ton.

President Homer 5. Gtillwell in his a oe A 
atdrens said: 

‘Phere may be some who yet believe that 
our aseociation has drifted from the safe 
mooring of first principles through enlarging 
ita membership and extending its privileges 
to those not actively engaged in trade.

‘There is room for civic advance in the 
field of physical improvements,”’ he said. 
“The fundamental physical fact in any city 
is its transportation facilities, and there is 
urgent need for rapid development. The or- 
dinance of 1907 brougtit a decided change in 
the conditions then existing.

ment by that honest, energetic, and public 
spirited attorney, Walter L. Fisher, it was

Better tpeatment and control of diphtheria 
have prevented 26,678 deaths in Chicago in 
the last fourteen years. Antitoxin is given 
the credit, according to the health depart- 
ment bulletin. 

Before it came into use the diphtheria death 
rate averaged 126 for each 100,000 inhabi- 
tants. This hae dropped to 36. 

Here are some warnings from the health 
bureau: 7 

Delay in diphtheria means death.

Look out for children with throats tied up. 
Most children who spread diphtheria are not sick. 
Deaths from diphtheria gre due chiefly to 
ignorance, carelessness, or neglect—the par- 
ents of the victims usually ‘being the gulity 
parties. Sometimes the doctor is the sinner. 

Poverty is no excuse. You need not have 
a cent to secure this necessary treatment. 
Antitozin can be secured by any one at any 
of the twenty-cigi free antitoxin stations 
which have been established by the state 
board ofhealth throughout the city, medf- 
cal attention can be had for the asking by 
calling the department of health.

“In the arrangements which have been 
made for the “ borderiand cases” study, @ 
quick shift has been made in the hospital 
clinics. This week they will be handled by 
the entire hospital groups of physicians and 
surgeons, who will hold all day clinics. Every 
apparatus for perfect Gagnosis will be 
brought into play, arid when the diagnosis 
has been made then the question to operate 
or not will be taken up and the answer to it 
will be the standard of practice. 

“Nothing could be more important. The 
patient’s life often depends upon a quick de- 
cision on this point. ‘The usual practice is, 
in case of doubt, cut. That is the conserva- 
tive theory, but thousands of operations that 
could be escaped will be saved by this week’a 
work.” 

The most striking of the “ borderland ” 
clinics tomorrow will be that at Rush Med- 
ical college. Affections of the stomach and 
intestines will be studied with a view to 
eliminating uselese operations. 


Disease Due to Corsets. 

A special feature of the week’s study will 
be effections of the kidney, which will be 
diagnosed in great number by skiagrame. 
Owing to corsets, women are especially the 
prey of affections of this character. 

Corsets will pe the subject of a special clinic 
by Dr. Franklin H. Martin. The beneficial 
as well as the injurious effect of corsets will 
be demonstrated. 

Primitive methods of medicine, as prac- 
ticed by oriental “ physicians,’ were. de- 
scribed by Dr. Sheron J. Thoms, medical 
missionary of the Dutch Reformed church 
in East Arabia, during the day. 

“More than 1,800 cases were treated last 
year at Bethrein, chiefly eye diseasre,”’ said 
Dr. Thoms. “ It is due to three causes—des- 
ert glare, carrying of infection by flies, and 
the method of treatment by the native doc- 
tors, which consists of anointing the eye with 
tobacco juice.

Tt is difficult for the foreign mind to con- 
ceive a. Chinaman without his queve, and 
there i¢ no doubt but what when worn in 
conjunction with his native dress it has 
added to:the dignity and impressiveness of 
his appearance. Originally forced upon the 
Chinese people as a badge of servitude by the 
Manchu dynasty now occupying the throne 
at Peking, it had ended by becoming an ob- 
ject of pride and solicitude on the part of 
many of its wearers. 

So much s0 was this the case that on the 
accession to the throne of the present 4 year 
old Emperor Pu-¥i his father, Prince Chun, 
the regent, considered it necessary to issue a 
prociamation confiding to the grand secre- 
tary of the empire, a mandarin of the name 
of Shi-Shu, the task of attending to the hair 
of the diminutive monarch so that the latter 
might be found to possess a queue worthy of 
his rank of supreme sovereign when the pe- 
riod of mourning for the late Emperor and 
for the dowager empress came to an end. 

To the Chinese their emperor is something 
£0 awesome and sacred that it would never 
have done for the youngster to have a queue 
which by its lack of material and its meager- 
ness would have invited ridicule. That ts 
why one of the grandest dignitaries of the 
realm,.a mandarin of the higheet rank, was 
assigned by means of a solemn imperial edict 
to the important duty of caring for and, 
above all, promoting his little monarch’s 
queue. 

This will convey some notion of the impor- 
tance attached by the Chinese to the queue, 
which served many purposes. Thus, when it 
was colled up it indicated lack of respect for 
the people preeent. It was invaluable to the 
police and to troops engaged in repressing in- 
eurrections in capturing and holding prison- 
ers. A whole bunch of the latter could be 
fastened together by means of their queves 
and preferred to face the most appalling tor- 
tures and death tn its most terrible form than 
to escape by cutting off and thus sacrificing 
their hair. Nor can I ever forget an idyllic 
scene which I witnessed in the neighborhood 
of Amoy many. years ago, when a happy look- 
ing Chinaman was squatting on the ground 
in front of his door allowing his enow white 
queue to be use as a skipping rope by his 
two tiny and totally nude grandsons, one of 
whom was swinging the queue and the other 
jumping over it.

It seems that the Prince Regent, im spite 
of his. proclamation providing for the care 
and development of the young emperor's 
pigtall, issued two years ago, had already 
then in mind the abolition of the queue, when 
the moment appeared propitious. He was 
aware that his elder brother, the late Em- 
peror Kwang-Su, had hoped to inaugurate 
this reform, bit had been prevented from 
doing so by his aunt and tyrant, the ter- 
rible old dowager empress, who for neariy 
half a century ruled China with a rod of tron, 
irrespective of the emperors occupying the 
throne. 

The regent, who has enjoyed the advantages 
of. foreign travel, has been supported in*hnis 
views by those of his younger brothers and 
the other princes of the imperia! house, who 
have vigited Europe and America, as weil 
as >y nearly all government officials, nobies, 
and merchants who have been abroad, They 
are all united in the idea that this distinétive 
colffure, by emphasizing the difference pbe- 
tween the Chinese and the foreign races, nas 
impeded that better ynderstanding between 
the two which is necessary to place the peu- 
ple of the Celestial empire in the enjoyment 
of those western Innovations requisite be- 
fore China can hope to occupy @ place in 
the front rank of the great powers of ihe 
civilized world.

Appeal of Merchants 
Then yesterday a deputation of London

Says Imagination Causes Cold. 

The “night and morning cold,” or semi- 
influenza, is the latest malady that hun- 
dreds of Londoners are suffering from at the 
present time. This curious complaint has 
been described by one well known physician 
asa “ half hearted sort of influenza that does 
not seem to be able to make up its mind to 
get to business.”” Those who have suffered 
from it say it je only apparent during the 
early hours of the day and at night time. 

Dr. Forbes Winslow, the wel! known Lon- 
don physician, gave a,.most interesting ex- 
planation of the “ night and morning cold.”’ 

“Tf I went out without an overcoat by 
mistake,.”’ he said, “I should say to myself, 
*Now I'm in for a bad cold.’ And sure 
enough in:a short time I should begin to 
sneeze and cough violently. But if I did not 
have time to think of my. missing overcoat 
there would be no danger at all of the sneez- 
ing and coughing fits I had brought on by 
worrying about myself. 

‘It is Just the same with the people who 
suffer from heavy coldés in the morning and 
evening and feel perfectly well during the 
rest of the day. It is only the erfect of mind 
on matter. Men and women are too busy to 
think of themselves in the daytime and in 
consequence their cold vanishes. but direct- 
ly their mind is unoccupied and they begin to 
consider themselves again they remember 
the cold and by the mental suggestion bring 
it on once more.”’ 

High Courts Are Puzzled, 

Even in England sometimes “ the law is an 
ass.’’ The public press during the last few 
days has pointed with pride to the scandalous 
contrast (for the United States) in the admin- 
istration of the criminal! law on the two sides 
of the Atlantic. The most sensational murder 
case of the present century is disposed of in 
London quietly, fairly, and with the exclusion 
of all merely technical obstacles in a dignified 
trial of five days’ duration. 

But the English law is not always so simple 
in its administration or in such close alliance 
with common sense. A case came on appeal 
the other day before the high court which 
even the clear and resourceful brain of the 
lord chief justice could not solve according to 
the common rules of equity. A breeder of 
pheasants was prosecuted by the internal 
revenue authorities because he cid not hold a 
game dealer’s license. The court said it was 
obliged to hold that a breeder of pheesants 
for the purpose of sale was a game dealer, as 
the law made no distinction between game 
birds dead or alive. 

** But if you hold that Iam a game dealer,”’ 
pointed out the bewildered defendant, “ then 
I become Hable to heavy penalties under an- 
other clause of the law which forbide da game 
dealer to have in his possession any game 
bird, alive or dead, during the close seazon.”’ 

The court struggled hard with the dilemma, 
but in the end the judges, after expressing 
the greatest sympathy with the victim. ac- 
knowledged their inability to reach any equi- 
table solution. 

Great War Writer Dead. 

Meltcn Prior, the artist war correspondent, 
who died this week, had a long record of 
active service. He represented the I)}us.- 
trated London News in twenty-four cam- 
paigns, besides several revolutions. His first 
foreign service -was in the Ashanti war of 
1873. In the following year he wae in the 
thick of ‘the Carilst rising. He saw the 
Herzogovinian, Servian, Turkish, Kaffr. 
Basuto. Zulu, arid Boer wars, the Egypti.n 
campaign, the Sudan expedition, the Burmese 
war, the rebellions in Venezuela, Brazil, and 
Argentina, the Matabele and Afridi wars, 
the northwest frontier campaign in Irdie 
and the’Cretan insurrection. 

In 1908 he was In the Somaliland expedition 
and in 1904 in the Russo-Japanese war. Be- 
tween 1872 and 1886 Prior passed only one 
year in which he was not seeing service in 
the field. He went through the siege of 
Ladyemith and saw the destruction of Baker 
Pasha’s army at El Teb. 

Prior used to tell a story of how a dream 
once saved his life.

Chicago. In many quarters there is an im- 
pression that if a picture 6? object of art is 
bought from a dealer it in some way loses 
caste. This is nonsense just ae the term com- 
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mercialism, ae veed when an artist finds that 


through the medium of a dealer he is able to: 


come in closer contect with the public than 
through any other means. A good picture re- 
mains such under all conditions, and since 
in these days all professional men seek pub- 
licity why should not the ertist? 

. It te curious that those who arrange or 
manage special art exhibits feel called upon 
to issue such voluminous and explanatory 
circulars. The larger ‘percentage of these is 
compiled from hackneyed quotations, or, far 
worse, held in a ridiculously sentimental tone 
which have not the least distinctive value 
when an object of art, picture, or print is 
examined. It i# really gratifying to note one 
or two exceptions from this seemingly uni- 
versai rule.

There is an exceptionally brilliant and well 
selected exhibition of etchings by the late 
Sir Francis Seymour Haden in the Roullier 
galleries, and great care has been observed 
to display the proofs to the best advantage. 
It ie hardly necesaary to say a single word 
about the art and standing of this famous 
man. Even had Seymour Haden not etched 
a plate, his pen, guided by his rare mentality 
and keen artistic perception, would have 
made him scarcely less noted than did his 
etching needle. Mr. RouNier shows some 
really remarkable proofs of great beauty 
and brilliancy. 

An enthusiast can MNnger for hours among 
such plates as ‘A Water Meadow,” “ Barly 
Morning, Richmond,” “Shere Mill Pond,” 
and “A Sunset in Ireland,”’ and then regret 
that time is so short. It is impossible ade- 
Auately to describe the beauties of each plate, 
since. they are ali in different moods and show 
the versatility of interpretation and excel- 
lence of technique for which Seymour Haden 
was famous, In the entire collection of 
prints displayed there is not a plate that it 
would not be a pleasure to own. 

The O’Brien galleries have an ubusualin 
important exhibit of a collection of paintings 
by okd and new masters. There are notable 
works from such men as Ziem, De Bock. 
‘Diaz, Blommers, Corot, Van Marcke, Neu- 
rays, Schreyer, Harpignies, Daubigny, Hen- 
ner, laracls, and a host of others, meking 
the display a perticularly interesting one.

nee as to place them ‘on a higher level 
than those ordinarily seen at more ambitious 
exhibits.

well, Emily Blackwell, and Florence Nightin- 
galic, each of whom lived longer than the 
allotted span of life of three score years 
and ten. When more than fifty years ago 
Elizabeth Blackwell wrote the folowing 
words, she perheps little dreamed that she 
woukd live to see them partially fulfilled: 

“If the present arrangements of society 
will not a@mit of woman’s free development, 
then society must be remodeled, and adapted 
to the great wants of all society. Our race is 
one, the interests of all are inseparably 
united, and harmonic freedom for the per- 
fect growth of every human soub ls the 
great want of our time,”’ 

She who wrote theee words died last May, 
ané to understand the full import of what 
she sald, it is wel) to know that when, as a 
young women, she first began to study medi- 
cine, the women of her boarding house re- 
fused to speak to her, and those who passed 
her on the streeta were fearful lest their 
ekirte should touch hers in the passing. But 
serene and calm, large souled and with vision 
clear, she wemt her way. Her life was dedi- 
cated to the service of her sex. She was the 
first woman to obtain a medical degree in 


' 


both England and America. Not, however, 
until she had applied to twelve medical eei- 
leges did she find one willing to admit her to 
ite courses. The Genoa Medical college of 
New York state has the distinction of 
having opened jus ‘doors to her, Later she 
obtained: degrees in Great Britain as well. 
Her younger sister, Dr. Emily Blackwell, 
passed awey but a few weeksago. With her 
sister she lived through the petty. perse- 
cutions of the early days, when to be a woman 
doctor meant to “eat In the cellar and si 
in the garret,"’ meant social ostracism, self- 
denial and hard labor. For this is the point 
of this story When these women were 
young and in their prime, these women who 
have just died, full of years and honors, 
when they were young it was ihdelicate, it 
wee unwomanly, it was even disfeputable 
for women to nurse the sick and wounded, 
or take @ course of siidy that gave know!l- 
edge of the human body, and for a woman to 
practice medicine was to put herself outside 
the pale of respectability. Elizabeth Bleck- 
well lived to see society remodeled, its 
thought changed, and was herself a factor in

The former probably would be 
the one chosen for the initial improvements, since it is 
the southern route, less affected by climatic changes 
and rains and open more of the year through the warmer 
localities it traverses. |

Definite Plan Already in. Shape. 

A definite plan for the great highway slready has 
shaped itself for the territory from St. Louis west, and 
particularly from Kansas City. west. The old Santa Fé 
trail is still visible, and for most of its thousand miles 
in an improved condition. Markers have been set out 
along it all through Kansas dnd at intervals in Colorado 
anG New Mexico. The loop line through Oklahoma has 
not been marked. Between Kangas City and St. Louis, 
directly across Missouri, the finest highway of the na~- 
tion is planned and In a good way toward aecomplish- 
ment. 

This plan calls for a roadway slong the level of the 
Missouri river, accommodating the following means of 
transportation: ‘

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ae GO AST summer the sales manager of a 
certain big manufacturing concern 
played Noah and sent out one of 
his star salesmen. The trouble was 
that the dove did not return bear- 
ing an olive branch. 

“There’s no use,” he said, “this is 
the vacation season and nine out of ten that are 
worth while are away in the mountains or at the 
seashore.” 

This was what all hands from the sales manager 
to the newest salesman had expected. Then the 
sales manager did something whicli seemed to indi- 
cate that he had taken leave of his senses—he told 
eight of his best men to prepare to hit the road 
within three days’ notice. 

The day before the eight broke camp he ealled 
them together and addressed them: 

“Boys,” he said, “this is our off season and every 
mother’s son that’s worth a hoot is away on vaca- 
tion. According to all precedents we ought to 
stick here at home and drink horses’ necks and 
change collars twice daily for at least another 
month. But instead, we are going to try an experi- 
ment and see if we can’t skim the cream off this 
season’s business while our competitors are thinking 
of getting ready. 

“Now, I know it’s never before been done to fol- 
low a man on his vacation to talk business with 
him. It’s never been done because a man is sup- 
posed to resent being annoyed with business while 
he’s seeking pleasure and recreation. 

“But I’ve got a hunch this is all wrong. I know 
that for my part it would be a mighty difficult 
thing to annoy me with my business at any stage of 
the game and I know I never feel in better humor 
than when I’m in the woods or where the breakers 
roar. So I am going to send you fellows out to 
try your luck with these sons-of- -guns and there’s 
only one piece of advice I want to give-you: leave 
the dust and swelter and the asphalt smells behind 
you. Figuratively at least, put on white flannels 
and let your sample case be your vacation grips.” 

Within a week after the eight struck the trail 
the last of the balance of the salesmen was under 
way rushing the season, and the way the results 
came piling in was a revelation even to the sales 
manager himself. Here and there, of course, it was 
impossible to reach a prospect who was enjoying 
himself, just as here and there a salesman decided 
that considering ‘everything, he had best wait until 
his man returned to the old familiar stamping 
ground. But on the whole, the experiment was an 
overwhelming success. The men took orders that 
were 18% in excess of fondest expectations—and 


this, aside from the facet that they got to know their 
customers to a degree which in the future would 
result in similar excess sales. 

When the manager of one of the rival companies 
found how he had been outgeneraled, he was dumb- 
founded. 

“Who would have thought it possible,” he said, 
“But by , that fellow deserved to win out. That 
was one of the most daring pieces of business | 
have ever heard of.” 

As a matter of fact, no such thing. 

The up-to-date expert, be he head of a sales force 
or be he simply an individual, goes on the principle 
that in salesmanship, nothing is impossible. He 
knows there are scores of reasons why a door should 
be closed to him, but these do not phaze him. On 
the contrary, selling goods through the closed door 

is as exciting as landing any other big game fish 

—and a heap more profitable. 

The reasons why, now and again, an expert 
finds himself up against a stone wall, are mani- 
fold. His goods may be out of season; he may 
be confronted by a new argument which he has 
not learned to knock out with a solar-plexus 
blow; he may meet an under-surface reason why 
a buyer would prefer to deal with a rival; and 
so on to the infinite. But no matter how tight 
the door may be closed, given time and a man 

who understands his business and, in the end, he 
will burst through as if the 16-ineh gun down at 
Sandy Hook had plowed the way for him. 

How the scientific salesman works and plans his 
campaigns, how he besieges the enemy, how~he as- 
saults him in broad daylight, how he negotiates with 
him, using now patience, now foree, now persua- 
sion, and now appealing to his sense of justice, this 
is an interesting chapter. 

Undoubtedly the most effective way of gaining 
the ear of a buyer who has refused to listen to 
courtesy and kindness, is to switeh suddenly and 
give him a taste of the other thing. This, of course, 
always within limits of reason, bearing in mind that 
there 1s a difference between insulting and between 
waxing just aggressive enough to make another “sit 
up and take notice.” 

Among the three hundred and odd shirt waist 
salesmen who ealled regularly on the buyer of a big 
Eastern department store, was a crack-a-jack ex- 
pert who in this particular instance had failed for 
months dismally. Again and again he ealled only 
to meet a young woman who carried his samples 
behind the glass partition where sat Her Nibs in 
judgment, but of the buyer herself the salesman 
knew not even the color of her eyes. With the 
patience of an angel the salesman called again and 
again and each time filled out the prescribed blank 
with his own and the firm’s name and “the nature 
of his business” but — time back came exasperat- 
ingly: “Not to-day” or “Not interested.” For six 
months this went on; ete Six years it would have 
continued had not the salesman decided to call 
halt. 

“Here,” he thought, “this woman may be a per- 
fectly delightful creature in her own home but down 
here she is lacking sorely. I’ve tried her long 
enough our way; here goes for another.” 

Next time when. he had filled out the blank as 
usual, he wrote across it; “I have drummed you 
now for six months and have yet to see the color of 
your hair.

“This is Mr. S of the ‘Continental Dress 
Goods Co.,’” he said. “I had the pleasure of show- 
ing Mr. R——s himself some of our samples before 
he went on vacation. You can see for yourself what 
he thinks of them if you'll look at his memoranda on 
the back of my card on his desk, under the ink well. 
You will probably be following Mr. R s’ wishes 
if you give our line close consideration.” 

From that day to this there is a close bond of 
understanding between the souls of that particular 
woman buyer and our salesman. 

Risky? Not in a million years; not, at least, when 
you are dealing with a buyer who is paid for look- 
ing over all that is worth while and who is shirking 
his duty. 

Thousands of salesmen, sure in the knowledge 
that they have something worth while, are using the 
methods of “putting the screws” upon “buyers” who 
are failing to attend to business or who are playing 
certain favorites against others who offer better 
values. 

The proprietor of a department store was bearded 
in his den by a silk salesman who had reason to 
complain of the silk buyer’s treatment. 

“All you say may be very true,” the proprietor 
said testily. But what do you expect me to do—dis- 
charge a man in whom I have confidence or do you 
expect me to touch the buzzer ‘and let you and him 
have it out right here?” 

“No—hardly—he’d shove my goods under the 
counter where none would see them, and then he’d 
go to you and complain that they were useless. But 
I'll tell you what you do, speaking of the buzzer 
there. In ten days or so you just touch it and tell 
him that you've heard lately that the Franco-Italian 
Silk Co. is showing some wonderful values and just 
say you notice you have no aceount with any such 
people and that you wonder they never send their 
salesman around. That will be enough, I reckon. 

It was. 

Not infrequently the salesman finds a door closed 
simply owing to some serious fault in his own meth- 
od. One of the greatest of these is greed. It stands 
to reason that a shirt waist salesman who knows his 
own business must know which stores are after cheap 
and gaudy, and which are after neat and chaste 
numbers; but he must know as well that for store 
purposes, a house is far more exacting as to neat- 
ness and the absence of flash than it is for pur- 
chases made for catalogue purposes: where sales de- 
pend on attractive pictures. Knowing these things, 

wise salesman considers it suicide to present 
samples which a buyer is not almost certain to be 
interested in. 

A salesman who used to be with a dress goods 
concern that sold to small storekeepers, beeame 
salesman for a big shirt waist manufacturer but 
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failed dismally. Despite the fact that he repre- 
sented a well-known eonecern, he could not make his 
percentage of sales; more, the number that he did 
make fell off steadily. One day he complained to 
the salesman of a rival house. 

“T don’t see where I fall down,” he said, “Good 
Lord, you start in here with ten or a dozen numbers 
under your arm, walk up to the buyer and without 
a word begin to deal them off the top, one after an- 
other. I bring here three times-the stuff you do and 
talk myself deaf and dumb and all she says is, ‘Let 
‘em come—let ’em come.’ That woman don’t like me.” 

The other salesman couldn’t suppress a laugh. 
To him the man with the story was like a fellow 
standing with one foot on the other one, wondering 
why he couldn’t walk. 

“Like you? How ean she, you chump,” he chuck- 
led. “Can’t you see with one eye that that young 
woman is business .rom her hair to her toes? Do 
you think you can tell her what she ought to buy? 
Next time pick out your best ten numbers. When 
she says, ‘Let ‘em come,” you let ’em come, see? 
Quick as you deal with your right hand she’ll grab 
with her left what she wants and all that’s expected 
of you is to say thank you.” 

If there is one proposition that is at first blush 
more discouraging than any other it is when a sales- 
man sells a line of goods that can be bought cheaper 
elsewhere. Yet, this is done regularly. 

In Chieago was a certain lumber dealer who made 
a specialty of fine lumber used for the better grades 
of furniture. For something like seventy-five years 
his firm had been in existence, when suddenly he 
noticed business was

The sales expert did not think so. “The first 
thing for you to do is to cut out that ‘Established in 
1835’ information.

‘Next,—forget about the prices those other fel- 
lows charge. What is that to us? We don’t know 
anything in the world except that on the face of 
the earth, not a foot of the high grade product we 
handle can be bought for less than we sell it. 
Prices those other fellows quote may be dirt cheap 
for the quality of material sold—we can’t tell about 
that—in fact we are not posted on inferior grades 
of lumber. Nor do we pretend to want to do busi- 
ness with concerns that use other than the best ob- 
tainable lumber of the market.” 

It is two years since the new blood was taken into 
partnership by this lumberman, and during this 
time the business of the firm has increased so that 
two competing concerns have come and asked to be 
bought out. 

Nor is there anything new in the idea of appeal- 
ing to that human weakness which is in all of us 
and which spurs after the best. Take two alarm 
clocks identically the same, display them side by 
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side, one at $1.50 and the other at $2.00, and ob- 
serve results. Almost without exception the cus- 
tomer will examine the $2.00 clock first. Why? 
The difference in price suggests a better article and 
no matter how other considerations may ultimately 
cause the choosing of the cheaper one, first ‘the 
heart went out to the other. 

A salesman for a manufacturer of the cheaper 
grades of silks, called on a certain customer who 
was known for his judgment regarding silks.

“Too cheap—too cheap,” the customer interrupted. 
“Now if you had let me see your thirty-two cent 
line it would” have been something like it.” 

Quick as a wink the salesman “was on.” Grasp- 
ing the second bundle of twenty-six cent samples 
he opened it in a twinkling. “O Lord,” he said 
laughing as if at’ his own denseness, “here I was 
showing you cheap stuff when you want the other 
kind. Now, here’s a heap I ean let you have for 
thirty-two cents. Some may run a little higher but 
between you and me, an offer of thirty-two cents 
from a big buyer like you would be seriously con- 
sidered by my people.” 

The bill of goods this salesman sold this expert 
amounted close to five figures—and in the bargain 
his customer reserved a warm spot in his heart for 
the man who had treated him so well. All of which 
shows what has been proved over and over again— 
that no matter how expert a man, the question of 
price interests him. He is as scary of cheap price 
as of an inferior label. But with this principle of 
human weakness well established, small wonder that, 
a; in the case of the lumber salesman, it may be 
used to sell goods through the closed door. 

What is always a difficult nut for a salesman te 
erack, is the customer who sticks to a rival hcuse as 
if he were married to it. Some of these customers 
wax positively insulting when even gentle pressure 
is brought to bear in order to win their favor. Yet 
as in the ease of the druggist who finally bonght of

‘the cigar man, as mentioned in my article of last 


month, oftenest these men are worth fighting har: 
to land, for once won they will stick until hades 
freezes over or some other convulsion of nature 
comes to pry them loose. 

There. is only one prescription for selling to the 
man who has closed his door against you on the 
plea of being satisfied with the concern from which 
at present he is drawing his supplies, and that is 
patience. But there is a difference between patience 
and plaguing. Men there are who imagine that if 
they have been turned down by a buyer, the patience 
method means to visit the victim again, and again 
only to compel him to wade through samples he is 
not interested in. Instead of exerting their own 
patience they try the other fellow’s. 

It is a difficult thing to apply a general rule that 
would show how a salesman ean win out against the 
one idea man who is satisfied; an instance, enough 
to make you think sufficiently to invent plans suited 
to your own case, must suffice. 

Into the office of a Maiden Lane jewelry house 
eame a salesman. He introducec himself and his 
house and asked permission to show his samples, but 
the proprietor declared he was not interested. 

“T’ll tell you how it is, old Man,” he said genially 
“We don’t sell such a stupendous heap of stuff but 
that we can buy it comfort- 
ably from two manufactur- 
ers. As it is, those two ac- 
counts are well worth hav- 
ing and we’d rather be big

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war of 1812 was Dorsey W. Viers. 
In the year 1820 he acquired a resi- 
dence in Northfield, a village in Sum- 
mit county in Ohio. He built a log 
cabin on the banks of the Cuyahoga 
river. He was young, stalwart, active 
and enterprising. He was elected one 
of the supervisors of the township. In 
1825, he seeured a contract for build- 
ing a section of the Ohio Canal. Later 
he built the bridges over the canal and, 
'stili later, many buildings, publie and 
private. Viers and lis wife were 
prominent social figures in the small 
community. 

Thus we have the stage set for the 
‘drama. There came to Northfield a 
young Englishman—a stranger—a rol- 
licking young fellow named Rupert 
Charlesworth. He had money in plen- 
ty, was handsome, reckless, daring, 
and became a favorite with the rural 
belles of the township. 

Who was Charlesworth? Why had 
he come to the clearing in the western 
wilderness? No one seemed to know. 
Rumor said he was a scion of an Eng- 
lish noble house in disgrace at home, 
and temporarily exiled. . But here he 
was, with no visible employment, lav- 
ish with his money, and a spendthrift 
among the country swains. 

Between Viers and Charlesworth 
‘arose a mutual friendship. Later the 
young Englishman made his home with 
Viers. 

On the tenth day of July, 1826, Ru- 
pert Charlesworth suddenly and mys- 
teriously disappeared. His continued 
absence became a matter of comment. 
Inquiries were made of Viers and Mrs. 
Viers. Their explanations were con- 
tradictory and improbable. An early- 
rising neighbor had remembered seeing 
Mrs. Viers serubbing her kitchen floor 
at an unusually early hour the day 
after Charlesworth disappeared. 

As the weeks passed similar stories 
of a most damaging character multi- 
plied against Viers. One person re- 
ported having heard the discharge of a

The excitement increased. The ru- 
‘mors multiplied. Suspicions of Viers 
‘became pronounced. 
| Before his disappearance Charles- 
'worth was known to have had a large 
sum of money. Afterward Viers began 
making lavish expenditures improving 
his house and grounds. 

In January, 1831, four and a half 
years after the mysterious disappear- 
ance of young Charlesworth, the au- 
thorities arrested Viers and charged 
him with murder. The trial before the 
examining magistrate required a 
week’s time. Many witnesses were 
questioned. The facts in the case, 
heretofore noted, were duly and sol- 
emnly recorded under oath and many 
other extremely damaging circum- 
stances developed. A clear case of 
homicide was established and the pris-

without hope of acquittal. 

At this eritical juncture two reputa- 
ble witnesses from the western part of 
the state appeared for the defense. 
They swore positively that they were 
personally acquainted with Charles- 
worth. They minutely described his 
personal appearance and character- 
istics. They were emphatie in the 
sworn assertion that they had seen him, 


alive and well, a year or two after his | 


disappearance from Northfield. 

This new testimony turned the scale | 
in favor of Viers. George Y. Wallace, | 
the presiding justice, subsequently or- | 
dered the discharge of the prisoner. | 
But public opinion was against Viers. 
People believed him guilty of murder, 
alleging that the two witnesses had 
been bribed by either Viers or his 
friends to testify in his behalf. 

In those early days had lynch law 
been in vogue the life of Viers would 
have been endangered. As it was, he 
and his family passed through an or- 
deal of no small measure. The finger 
of suspicion was upon him. Where- 
upon Viers inaugurated a vigorous 
and comprehensive plan of action to 
lift the cloud of disgrace that hung 
over him. His wife, a woman of some 
education and culture, wrote hundreds 
of letters to public officials and others 
in various parts of the country, seek- 
ing news of the missing Charlesworth. 

Viers himself started forth on a per- 
sonal search for the Englishman. He 
traced Charlesworth from place to 
place throughout the West, and finally 
learned that the missing man had re- 
turned to England. Viers neglected 
his business, mortgaged his home, and 
sailed for England. Upon his arrival 
there he discovered that Charlesworth 
had again gone to America, with New 
Orleans as his place of destination. A 
three-months’ search of New Orleans 
proved fruitless. Thereupon Viers vis- 
ited every town on the Mississippi be- 
tween New Orleans and St. Louis. 
He found no clue. Then to the towns 
along the Ohio river, to Louisville and

Cineinnati, even to Pittsburg, Viers 
with the instinets and the perseverance 
of a bloodhound, continued his long 
search. 

A dozen years the man and woman 
pursued the will-’o-the-wisp, known as 
Rupert Charlesworth. They never 
gave up hope. A family’s good name 
was at stake and they would, if neces- 
sary, spend their last dollar and give 
a lifetime to the search. And success 
came to them at last—after five thou- 
sand days of almost constant seeking. 

One afternoon, fifteen years after 
the disappearance of Charlesworth, 
the two men, the hunter and the 
hunted, met face to face in the city of 
Detroit. Viers had accidentally stum- 
bled upon his man. The passing years 
had changed both of them. They failed 
to recognize each other at first, but 
stopping at the same hotel their identi- 
ties became known. 

Charlesworth explained all. He had 
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passed a counterfeit bill in a village 
not far from Northfield, and, fearing 
arrest, he had slipped away in the 
night. He had gone West under an 
assumed name. Upon his return from 
England he had taken a third name. 
Then he had married and settled in a 
small town in Michigan. 

Viers told his story to Charlesworth 
—the story of the trial for murder— 
the family disgraee—and of the fifteen- 
year chase for the missing man. It 
was agreed that they would return to 
Ohio together.

In 1844, eighteen years after the 
original disappearance of Rupert 
Charlesworth, the search began again. 
Viers started forth into the world a 

- second time, with money borrowed 
from a neighbor, to find the man he 
had not murdered. He found some 
trouble in locating Charlesworth, who 
had removed from Michigan to Min- 
nesota. But the man was found; and 
a second time Charlesworth and Viers 
appeared in Northfield seeking vindi- 
cation. It was determined this time 
to settle the matter at once and for 
ever, 

_ A thousand hand bills were posted 
in Northfield and adjacent towns. In 

and stores, on trees and fences 
and bridges, in black type, appeared 
the announcement that on the second 
day of November, in the year 1844, 

Rupert Charlesworth, the man sup- 
posed to have been murdered, eighteen 
years before, by Dorsey W. Viers, 
would positively exhibit himself at the 
Met church in Northfield, and 
that all persons who had known him 
while a resident of the neighborhood 
were invited to be present and make 
a ene examination as to his 
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The farmers and ‘villagers came 
from twenty miles around on the ap- 
pointed day. They came not by hun- 
dreds, but by thousands, in wagons, on 
horscback and on foot. A eurious and 
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oe peculiarities of Rupert Charlesworth 


were closely scrutinized. A thousand 

“persons noted his voice and manner of 

expression. He walked and sat and 
- 
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stood, and even bent over to satisfy the 
curious ones. He was questioned and 
cross-questioned by those who had 
formerly been his intimates. Young 
girls, to whom he had paid attention, 
were now married, some with children. 
They, too, came forward and chatted 
with him. Nothing was omitted. The 
examination was conducted in such a 
manner that no attempted imposture 
could possibly have escaped detection. 

Charlesworth readily called by name 
persons he had not seen for eighteen 
years. Incidents and circumstances 
known only to himself and each indi- 
vidual questioner were promptly and 
truthfully related. 

A vote was taken! Was this man 
Rupert Charlesworth, or was he not? 
An overwhelming and enthusiastic an- 
swer in the affirmative at last solved 
the great mystery of Northfield. Dor- 
sey W. Viers was vindicated. The 


.damning cloud that had hovered over 


the family for eighteen years had 
passed away forever. 

But at what a cost? Viers was an 
old man before his time. He was 
ruined financially. His health was 
broken. He started across the plains 
to the gold fields in 1850 to recover 
something of what he had lost. Three 
stalwart sons remained with the 
mother in Northfield to live down the 
seandal of a lifetime. 

The mystery of the skéleton in the 
woods was never solved. The burned 
blanket and the gun shot in the night 
were never explained. Perhaps imag- 
ination had played pranks with a sus- 
picious people. A surviving son of 
Viers lives to-day in the Ohio village, 
where vague memories still linger of 
Rupert Charlesworth, the man who 
eame back. 


SUGAR A MODERN LUXURY 


| Paguatas person in the United States 
consumes annually at least his 
own weight in sugar, and it would be 
hard for us to regard it as anything 
more than a daily necessity, yet it is 
only within the past four hundred 
years that it has grown out of the 
class of curious luxuries., Humbcldt 
says that sugar was known in China 
in very ancient days, but if known at 
all in Western Asia or Europe until 
within the past few centuries, it was 
only as rare travelers brought it as a 
remembrance of far lands and strange 
peoples. 

There is some foundation for the 
idea that sugar was known to the an- 
cient Greeks, as there may be found in 
the classics references to honey that 
bees did not make, and “honey” made 
from reeds. The sugar cane is a reed, 
and the term honey seemed to em- 
brace all very sweet substances, Pliny 
described a kind of honey, like gum, 
from reeds, which was used as a medi- 
cine. 

The Crusaders found sweet canes 
growing in the plains of and meadows 
of Tripoli, and these, according to the 
ancient records, they sucked with much 
delight. It is further related that the 
juice of these canes was strained and 
“dried” to a solid, like salt, and that 
this substance was mixed with bread. 


In 1420 the Portuguese brought 
sugar cane sialks to Spain, to Ma- 
deria, and to the Canaries, and from 
those places they were carried to the 
West Indies and Brazil. In the lat- 
ter countries were found ‘soil and cli- 
mate perfectly adapted to the cultiva-
